Nevada A g e n t Recom- 


mends Planting of 
Late Field Crops 


Flooded land and other 
land on 


which planting has been delayed be- 
cause of continued wet wether should 
be prepared for planting feed 
crops 


just as soon as the land can be work- 
ed, not only because the period for 
maturing crops is short bul also be- 
cause weeds will rapidly remove mois- 
ture from the soil unless 
they 
are 


promptly destroyed, according to J. L. 
Hilcr, Nevada county agent. 


The soil and subsoil are now satu- 


rated with moisture. 
If the moisture 


is conserved by killing weeds anil 
preparing a mulch as quickly as possiy 
ble, the moisture now in the soil wil 
go a long way toward producng a 
feed crop. 
At any rate, t. would help 


lo tide the crop over a dry period in 
August. 


Land which is prepared a.s soon as 


the soil is dry enough to work will 
be in good condition for planting corn, 
sorghums, soybeans, and cowpcas. This 
condition favors prompt germination, 
obtaining a good stand, and rapid de- 
velopment. Under such condtions feed 
crops can be produced with a mini- 
mum of labor. 


The best varieties of corn for July 


planting in the order of adaptation 
are Mexican Juno, Paymaster, aJid the 
ordinary prolific varieties. A variety 
of corn which is well adapted 
for 


planting at the usual duti- is also fair- 
ly well adapted to lale planting. 


The commonly grown varieties of 


sorghums, cowpcas, and soybeans may 
safely be planted late, but preference 
should he given to early or medium 
early varieties.

approval of his numerous subordinate 
agencies, 285 works relief projects that 
will put 8,000 employables to work in 
Arkansas at an estimated cost of ?3,- 
794,313 were in the hands of President 
Roosevelt Tuesday for final approval.

Although many shots were 
heard during the day, no casualties 
had been reported. 


Two companies of a border regiment 


moved into Belfast and went on guard 
duty, lining the small back streets in 
the York street area, their bayonets 
shining in the sun. 


Shooting first 
broke out Friday 


night following a celebration by Or- 
angemen (Protestants) of the anniver- 
sary of the Battle of the Boyne. which 
made Protestanism secure in Northern 
Ireland.
